Remnants of the Redskin Marauders Still 
on the War Path. 


DENVER, October 19.—The Santa Fe New Mex- 
ican publishes a commuication from Ville de 
Buena Ventana, Mexico, under date of Sep- 
tember 30, giving an account of a fight with 
the Indians on the 25th ult., near that point. 
At 6 a. m., the Indians attacked a ranche six 
miles west, taking off some horses. Sixty well 
armed citizens, headed by the chief authority 
of the town, immediately rode in pursuit, 
and overtook the Indians at Canon del Chris- 
to. In the fight which ensued, the Mexicans 
lost eight horses killed and one man wounded. 
The Mexicans retreated. The Indian loss could 
not be ascertained. 

A Mexican woman, of Cabero, N. M., and a 
Mexican boy, aged nine years, who were cap- 
tured by the Indians last August in New Mexi- 
co, escaped from the Indians near the scene of 
the fight and joined the Mexican party.. From 
them the following facts were learned: The 


Indian party consists of twelve bucks with 
their families, and are the remnant of Victo- 
rio’s band, led by Victorio’s brother. They 
have with them iour other captives, whose 
ages ranges from seven to sixteen years, and 
most all from New Mexico. The Indians are 
well equipped in every respect.- Their intea- 
tion is to proceed toward Chihuahua with a

The Ceremonies—Scoviile’s Appeal for 
Guiteau— The Assassin’s Conduct 
—Political News. 


YORKTOWN, October 19.—About 11 o'clock 
Secretary Blaine and the French and German 
delegations, in full uniform, arrived a*|Lafay - 
ette Hall. On entering the Marine Band of 
Washington played an appropriate air, the 
military officers, Senators, Congressmen and 
otherg§ persons of distinction greeting 
them as they passed. At the end 
of the hall the President met the distinguished 


guests, and an informal interchange of courte- 
sies took place. Inafew moments the party 
started for the grand stand, President Arthur 
and Secretary Hunt leading. They were re- 
ceived with cheers as they appeared upon the 
Diatform. Next came Secretary Bluine, es- 
corting the French delegation, followed by the 


G erman delegation. Gen. Sherman 
with his stuff in uniform were 
next in line, Gen. Hancock and 


staff following. Gen. Hancock was given 
three cbeers. Aftera general hand shaking, 
the ceremony was opened by prayer by Bishop 
Harris. He invoked the diviae blessing upoa 
the United States and the Republic. 

In conclusion he asked God’s bles3ing upon 
all the crowned heads of the world. The 
Poindexter Centennial Hymn was then sung 
by ehoruses from Baittimore, Richmond and 
Washington. President Arthur was then in- 
troduced by Secretary Blaine, and delivered 
the following address: 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S ADDRESS. 

Upod thi-§ soil one hundred years ago our 

forefathers brought to a successful issue their 


heroic strugyle for independence 
here, and there was established 
and,! as we trust, made secure 


upon this continent for ages yet to come, that 
principle of government which is the very fiber 
of our political system, the sovereignty of the 
people. The resentments which attended and 
for a_ time survived the clash of arms 
have long since ceased to animate our hearts. 
Itis with no feeling of exultation over a de- 
feated foe that to-day we summon uparemem- 
brance of those events which have made holy 
the ground whereon we stand. Surely no such 
unworthy sentiment could find harbor in our 
hearts, so profoundly thrilled with the expre3- 
s10n Of sorrow and sympathy which our na- 
tional bereavement has evolved from the peo- 
ple of England and their auyust sovereign. 
ut itis altogether fitthat we should gather 
here to refresh our souls with the contempla- 

tien of the unfaltering patriotism,the sturdy 
zeal und sublime worth with which were 
achieved the results we now commemorate, 
for so,if we learn aright the lesson of the hour, 
shall we beincited to transmit to the genera- 
tion which shall follow the precious legacy 
which our fathers left to us— 
the love of liberty protected by law. 
Of that historic scene which we here cele- 
brate no feature is more prominent and none 
more touching than the participation of our 
gallant allies from across the seas. [t was their 
presence svhich gave afresh and vigorvuus im- 
pulse tothe hopes of our countrymen when 
well nigh dishedrtened by a long series of dis- 
asters. It was their noble and generous 
uid extended in the durkest period of tne 
struggle which sped the coming of our tri- 


umph and made the capitulation at 
Yorktown possible a century ago. To 
their descer dants and representatives, 


who are here present a3 honorod guests of the 
nation, itis my glad duty to offer a cordial 


welcome. You have a right to share with 
us the associations which cluster 
about the day when your fathers 


fought side by side with our fathers in a cause 


which was here crowhed with 
success, and none of the mem.- 
ories awakened by this anniversary 


are more grateful to us allthanthe reflection 
that the National friendships here so closely 
cemented have out-lasted the mutations ofa 
changefulcentury. God grant my countrymen 
thet they may ever remain unshaken, and 
that ever henceforth with ourselves and with 
all nations of the earth we may be at peace. 

The President was not interrupted during 
the delivery of the address but there was 
great enthusiasm at its close. Max Outrey 
then in behalf of the French delegation was 
introduced by Secretary Blaine and delivered 
an address.

The French Capital Even More Poorly 


Supplied Than St. Louis. 
From the New York Sun.

‘Always Ready,’ a bird belonging to the 
Newark Club, was loosed from Plainfield, 
Ind., on last Thursday, The distance is 650 
miles, the ‘longest flight ever attempted in 
this country. The bird reached home yes- 
terday ee beating the best record by 
two weeks and flying twenty miles further. 
The weatber has been very bad afong the 
course of the bird’s fly, and there have been 
only two really good days. The best record 
previous tothis is that of a bird who made 
the distance from Indianapolis to Jersey City 
—630 miles—in twenty-one days. 

A number of homing pigeons were recently 
purchased in this city for shipment to New 
Foundland, where they are used extensively 
by the fishermen of the coast. On going out 
at night each company of fishermen takes 
aboard its “‘smack’’ several homing pigeons. 
When they reach the fishing grounds, ‘in the 
morning, a bird bears to the little port from 
which it comes the news of the night and the 
prospects for theday. Later on, when the vee- 
sel is 1eady to return,a bird is sent with an ac- 
count of the catch, and those at the fishing 
hamlet know just what preparations to make 
for taking care of the fish that will be brought 
in. A pigeon telegraph service has been es- 
tablished on the Saugeeen Peninsula, in the 
western part of Ontario, Canada. The only 
telegraph office in the vicinity is at 
Weirtown, but all over the surrounding coun- 
try are pigeon stations, from which birds can 
be dispatched to the telegraph with messages 
which are then forwarded by wire, A pbysi- 
cianin Hamilton county, having a practice 
extending over a large territory, employs 
homing pigeons extensively. He takes a 
basketin his carriage when he starts out in 
the morning, in which are several birds, and 
liberates them when itis necessary to com- 
municate with his office. He also leaves 
pigeons among his more distant patients so 
that upon occasion arising he can be at once 
summoned.

Some twenty years ago a good deal of satis- 
faction was expressed in England when a well- 
known authority assured the public that the 
coal supply of the kingdom, at the rate it 
was then being drawn upon, and after mak- 
ing due allowances for the increase in the de- 
mard incident to new industries, would last 
for at jeast 212 years. What Englishmen 
were to do for coal after the year 2072 did not 
appear, and perhaps the Englishmen of 1863 
did not laboriously consider, but there was 
in the knowledge that coal would remain af 
ter they and their children, and perhaps their 
grandchildren and great-grandehildren had 
fone, a sense of relief from previous anxiety. 

ore recently it has been found that England’s 
supply of coal is greater than it was estimat- 
ed in 1863 to be, but, at the same time, the rate 
of consumption has increased faster than it 
was them supposed that it would increase. 
In 18538 about $6,000,000 tons were annually 
taken out of the mines of the United King- 
dom, and the increase per year had been for 
five years something less than 3,000,000 tons 
per vear. Against the 86,000,000 of eichteen 
years ago we have now an annual output of’ 
147,000,000 tons instead of about 138,000,000. 
which would oe the quantity had the rate of 
increase remained where it was. However, 
the rate of increase has not been constant. 
its average has been.about 3,250,000 tons 
yearly, but in 1872 and 1873 it was below that 
and in 1880 1t was far above it—rose, im fact, 
to 12,000,000 tons, which is the largest 
increase on record. But in spite of. all 
this there does -not appear yet to be 
anything like the’ economy that there might 
be in the use of coal. In the matter of appli- 
cations, complaint is made that men are still 
using it ‘‘wastefuly and extravaganwly.’’ 
Some progress, however, has been accom- 
plished, as in the production of pig-iron, 
which consumed, in 1872, 50 hunaredweight 
per ton, and consumes now only 44, or, In the

| COnsuMmeE p tons, oy more than twice ag much, 


Late estimates of the duration of the British 
coal supply place it at 250 vears, but it is be- 


lieved that, if all the economic measures 


which are possible were carried out, they 


would extend this period from 250 to more 
than 500 years, and would thus carry the use 
of coal in England down to the year 2381.

AT YORKTOWN. 


Preparing to Celebrate the Centennial 
of Centennials. 
New York Special to Chicago Times, 18th. 

One hundred vears ago to-night a tired 
army,encamped aimost on the very spot 
where this dispatch is written, were rejoic- 
ing over a grand victory. It had won a vic- 
tory which had putan end to a long and 
tedious war, and forever settled the question 
of American independenee. To-night an 
army scarcely less in numbers, better clothed, 
better fed, but just as tired anda good deal 
mare dusty, isencamped on the same spot 
waiting for to-morrow’s sun to begin the 
four days’ celebration of the hundredth an- 
niversary ofthe grandevent. All day they 
have been pouriug in from the three direc- 
tions by which the ancient town may be ap- 
proached. One thousand veterans came up 
this morning from Hampton; a regiment of 
Massacbusetis militia, another from Ver- 
mont, and a third from Rhode Island 
cume up from the Chesapeake, and a 
few scattering companies came down by the 
York River route from Richmonfl. The Gov- 
ernor of New York and his staff arrived early 
inthe forenoon and are as comfortably set- 
tledin the quarters assigned ag itis possible 
to be inaspot like this, which God seems to 
have forgotten. Two or three thousand Ma- 
sons and Knights Templar are also on the 
ground, and dispatches are constantly com- 
ing announcing thatothers areon the way. 
Tbe French guests are expected some time 
afteranidnight, but there will be no demon- 
strations in their honor until to-morréw 
morning. It is supposed they left Washing- 
ton this morning for Fortress Monroe, pay- 
ing a visitto Mount Vernonen route. Noth- 
ing bas been beard ofthem, but the day has 
been a pleasant one on the bay, and they will 
doubtless arrive on time.- The President and 
Cabinet, the Senate and other. prominent 
officials from Washington are expected at 
daviight, when a grand salute from the war- 
vessels in the harbor and batteries on shore 
will be fired in their honor. The Governors 
of most of the States are also expected, but 
so far only two—Gov. Cornelland Goy. Far- 
well—have reported. Gov.Cullom and staff 
are somewhere on the way, but the track of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, by which 
their and other special cars are to be "Tun up 
tothecamps, is not quite completed, ana 
they probably will not come in till morning. 
Temple Farm is white with tents to-night, 
andthe river for a distance of nearly two 
miles is filed with shipping, the many lights 
from the bows and riggimg making a brilliant 
spectacle. The sky is slightly overcast, and 
to-night a slight shower has fallen. The 
thousands already in camp are praying for 
more, as the dust is ankle-deep 
mn every road along the shore 
and through the camps, and the 
moving troops and passing teams raise clouds 
that at times are almost suffocating. What 
we shal] do to-morrow, when the thousinds 
now on the way get here to enter the cioud- 
raising business, it is not easy to guess nor 
pleasant to contemplate. Certain it is that 
unless rain comes—just enough, and not too 
much—we shal! be, of all men, most misera- 
ble. The camps and buildings arranged for 
the eccommodation and entertainment of 
those who are to tafe partin the celebration 
and theinvited guests are now about com- 
plete. Whatis to become of those who come 
inerely as lookers-on, unless they take care to 
protect their retreat, it is not easy to guess. 

To-night the militia regiments already in 
camp turned out on dress parade, and made 
avery fine display. So far the Masonic or- 
ganizations have not come out in force: but 
as to-morrow is their day, and as something 
in the neighborhood of tifteen thousand of 
them have reported to Grand Master Peyton 
S. Cole as en route, it is expected they will 
do credit to the occasion, as they generally 
do. The parade will begin at 10a. m., and 
the corner-stone will be laid about 2, if the 
present programme is carried out. Seats for 
about three thousand guests who have been 
invited to witness the latter ceremony have 
been erected, butthe rest of the mighty au- 
dience wil! have to stand, and with the ther- 
mometer at 90 and no shade, and the air thick 
with sand and fine dust, this will be anything 
but pleasant. Altogether, this centennial 
promises to be the biggest and at the same 
time the most uncomfortabie of the entire lot. 

Tae monotony ofthe miner’s style of life

A Most Remarkable Claim. 
From the New York Times. 


A most remarkable paper bas recently been 
filed in the State Department here and served 
upon the Ministers of Peru and Chili. [t igs 
nothing less than a claim for about $1,000,000, 
being, it seems, somewhat in the nature of a 
jien fof that amount upon the enormously 
valuable deposits of fertilizers, nitrates anu 
guanoin Peru. ‘heclaimant is the Peru- 
vian Company, a corporation existing under 
a State charter. It comes into fhe posses. 
sion of its claim by succession, by assign- 
ment, and otherwise, to the claims of Cochet 
and Landreau, the ciscoverers of the depos. 
its in question. Thev were, respectively, 
awarded by act of Peruvian Conzress certain 
proportions of the result of their discoveries, 
which consideration was never paid and is 
the subject of the ciaims now advanced in this 
new form. Cochet and Laudreau were French 
citizens, but Landreau was im partnership 
wtih bis brother, a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, and his claim bus been repeat- 
cdly before Congress, 

The mere magnitude of this claim would 
scarcely entitle it to attention, but the fact 
that this ciaim is vested in American citizen-, 
who are now seeking to enforce their as- 
serted rights of (0° tract against Cbili’s r gots 
of conquest,gand who are demanding the pro- 
tection—forcible protection, if nevessary—of 
the Federal Government, isguot without siz- 
nificance. Mcreover, the charicter of the 
men interested in the company, according to 
the statement of the company’s president 
and attoroey, J. R. Shepherd, of New York 
City, entitles it to a respectful examm ition of 
its deserte. Gen. Grant,for one, is both con- 
vineed of the justice and soundness of the 
claim and in favor of its vigorous support by 
the Executive. Ex-Secretary Boutweii is 
the counsel of the company in Washington, 
and the Hon. Scott Lord in New York City. 
Both these gentiemen are said to entertain no 
doubt as to the lezality of tae c'aim. Senator 
Eaton, of Connecticut, and Senator Crugin, 
of New Hampshire, are of like opirion. The 
matter has already been the subject of cor- 
respondence between the State Department 
and the United States Minister at Lima, nd, 
coincidently with the service of the torm:| 
notice upon the Peruvian and Chilian Minis- 
tere, application was made for the send'ng of 
such vigorous instructions to Minister Hur!i- 
bert that the company’s rights are likely soon 
to be tested. ‘hese instruciions have been 
sent, and the company’s attorney expresses 
his satisfaction witb their tenor.

Some Startling Facts Brought 
Out by the Investigation. 


Assistant Chief Lindsay Did Not 
Think It Necessary to Report 
His Absence. 


Oapt. Hvans Testifies the Fire 
Could Have Been Hxtin- 
guished Promptly. 


Testimony Given Before Mayor Ewing 
To-Day. 


Mayor Ewing was smoking a short, straight- 
stem briarwood pipe at 10o0’clock this morn- 
ing, when he wassurrounded by witnesses and 
parties to the Collier fire investigation. Be- 
fore beginning work his Honor said: 

‘*‘T want to call the attention of you gentle- 
men to the fact that there are plenty of spit- 
toons in the room, and they are provided ex- 
pressly that people may spitinthem. I’m not 
very particular myself, but when you folks 
left here the other daythis carpet wasina 
shameful condition.

The room was again crowded, many men 
standing up arourd the walls and in the door- 
ways.

PETER GREITEN.

ASSISTANT CHIEF JUD BAME 

testified that he wasin command at the Col- 
lier fire. He had not been placed 
in command, but had taken cominand 
vy reason of seniority in office. When he yot 
tothe fireit wason both sides of the alley. 
Wasthereafew moments when he ordered a 
second alarm turned on. Had heard it was 
tweotyv-one minutes after the first alarm unti! 
the second was struck. Had told Assistant 
Hestertoturnon the second alarm; didn’t 
know why Hester did not turnonthe second 
alarm promptly. When witness saw the fire 
one line of hose on Ninth street was playing on 
the flames. No.6 engine was on Eighth and 
Walnut streets; its hose was playing on the 
fire, but engine broke down, and No. 18 at 
once took its piace and played through No. 6's 
hose; didn’t know where No. 1s8’s hose was; 
knew it was on the gruund somewhere. 
Six engines arrived in response tothe first 
ularm; these were No. 6, No. 12, No. 14, No. 15 
and No. 18; only one was furnishing a stream 
on the fire, because that was the only stream 
that couid be got on it at che moment. Yes, 
witness was in charge of fire, but could not be 
allaroundit at one time, and did not know 
that the engines had been so stationed as to 
be practicaly unserviceable. Dida’t know 
why Hester did not turn on the second alarm 

romptiy. Didn’t Know that Hester did not 

now how to turn on a second alarm. 
When witness got to the fire and saw 
the flames among the Collier sheds 
he did not think allthe engines in St. Louis 
could have subdued them. 

Mr. E.: Do you know how toturn ona sec- 
ond alarm? 

Witness: i do. 

Mr. E.: Doesthe Chief know that you un- 
derstand how toturnon an alarm? 

Witness: I suppose he does. 

Mr. E.: Has he ever tried to find out? 

Witness: No. 

Mr. E.: Have you ever been instructed or 
drilled in this matter? 

Witness: I have read the directions and 
Saat and obtained my Knowledge from 

these. 

Mr. E.: Isthereany drill for firemen in this 
matter? 

Witness: Nonein particular, any morethan 
the printed instiuctions that are there for all 
who can read. 

Mr. E.: If vou were Chief of the Fire De- 
partment wouldn’t you want to know whether 
your men could turn on an alarm or not? 

Witness: I would. 

Mr. E.: That fire, you say, was a hot one. 
How many engines does it taketo put out a 
firein a shed with nothing but roof and up- 
rig hte to it? 

Wintess: Not very many. 

Mr. E.: Well, you thoughtit necessary to 
sendin three atarms and callout every en- 
vine in the city and still in your opinion there 
were not enough to save the property. 

Witness: That’s what [ said. 

Being examined by Chief Sexton, witness said 
he caused the 14’s to take their line of 
hose out of the alley,as the fire there was too 
hot and the building, On the east side of Ninth 
street were already burning on the roofs. Wit- 
ness tried his leve! best to put out the fire and 
took what ne considered the most dangerous 
fire. The water supply was short; had to shut 
down some engines to give others a chance to 
work. His objectin turning on athird alarm 
wastogetallthe men and hose and trucks 
possible ;some of the engines there had to lead 
out as much us 1,000 feet of hose. : 

Witness then explained bow simple it was to 
give asecond aiarm. Witness could read and 
write, and believed every other assistant en- 
gineerin the department was in the same 
blissfu) 1rame of intelligence. I[IIad been As- 
sistant Engineerin the St. Louis Fire Depart- 
ment 24 years, and nefore that was Captain of 
the Phoenix in the old Independent Fire De- 
partment, 

On cross-examination by Mr. Euston, Mr. 
Bame said he bad mage a mistake about tue 
number of engines that responded to the 
first alarm; be should have known; would 
not acknowledge that he had made any mis- 
take in managing the Collier fire. 

ASSISTANT CHIEF MICHAEL HESTER 

was present at the fireonthe 2lst. Mr. Bame 
had not ordered witness to turn on the second 
alarm. He saw it was necessary to turnona 
second alarm. Wentto Bame; askedif a sec- 
ond alarm had been sent in; was told not; said 
he guessed he would turn it on himself; and 
did so. It might have been about fifteen min- 
utes after he saw the fire first that he tarned on 
the second alarm. There was a very large 
fire when he got there, and ittook him about 
ten minutes to make up his mind toturn on a 
second alarm. He did not know who was in 
command of the Collier fire. Did not know 
that Mr. Bame was. Did not know of any or- 
ganization in the Fire Department whereby 
one officer might rank another in case of the 
absence of the Chief. Knew Chief Sexton was 
away. Did not know whom he left in charze 
of the department when he went away. Lind- 
say usually took charge. Knew Lindsay 
had been injured at a previous fire. 
Witness would take orders from Bame 
without knowin Bame was in charge 
because he w Sia senior officer. Did not 
know if any engines responded to the second 
alarm given by witness; did not know whether 
Nis alarm had been effective or not; did not 
KnOw that the engines came in response toa 
second alarm sounded by another party en- 
tirely. It was the first time witness ever turned 
on asecond slarm; the Chief had instructed 
him in the manner ef turning on a second 
alarm; did not know of any drill in the de- 
paitment. 

When Chief Sexton interrogated him 
Mr. Hester -said he had been an as- 
sistant chief only 4 month and 
a half, and was not, ot course, perfect in his 
duties. He had been in the department as a 
firemen fifteen en and thought the Collier 
fire well handled. 

FIRST ASSISTANT CHIEF JOHN LINDSAY 
testified that he had been iojured on the l7th 
of September. Ne had been jeft in command 
inthe absence of the Chief. In witness’ ab- 
sence Jud Bame took command by reason of 
seniority. Mr, Bame knew witness was laid 
up with aninjury. Witness did not notify Mr. 
Beme that he was to take charge; the Chief 
notified witness when he was going away, but 
witness did not think it to tnform 


Mr. Bame of his own absence. w of no 
rules or 
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of twenty years’ standing to establish this 
sequence of autbority. 

y Chief Seaton’ There are rules whereby & 
foreman may take charge ofa fireif there is 
not a chief or assistant chief on the ground or 
until one arrives. 

CAPT. CHAS. EVANS, 

of the aavens Corps, said he would not have 

come to testify hud he not been ordered to do 

80. He wasatthe Oollierfire. When he got 

there the fire was small. If his memory served 

him rightly it was in the rear of some dwell- 

ings on Walnut street, and was just touching 

the Collier sheds. Didn't thtnk there was 

any necessity fora second alarm. Some en- 

gines were there before him. In his opinion 

there were enough to ut out the fire. 

He thought they would put it out. 

If a line of hose had been run in 

from Ninth street through the roadway back 
of the dwellings it would, in his opinion, have 

subdued and extin ished the fire. The 

streams on the ground at the time, if prope. | 
directed, would prevent the spread of the 

flames southward. He knew very little about 
the south end of the fire. Hethought with all 
the engines and hose on the ground that the 
conflagration should have been confined to 
the east half ofthe block. Did not know who 
was in command of the Fire Department 
at the time. Somebody had told 

him Hester was; he didn’t believe it, and asked 
Hester, who said he was not. Knew Lindsay 
was burt on the 17th, and from the f7th to 2lst 
witness did not know who was in charge of the 
Fire Department. An Assistant Chief should 
know if engines were breaking down around 
him if he could do so without neglecting : his 
other business. Had heard No. 18 engine could 
not find its hose, sawthe hose and if it had 
been used might have saved the property. 
Saw no engine at the Ovllier fire that 
was not working. Saw no stream misdirected 
on the Collier property except one, probably 
No. 5, whose hose was short. 

Mr. E.: Do you think the fire was handled? 

Witness: I decline to answer that ques- 
tion. 

Mayor Ewing: You must answer. We bring 
you here to answer questions and we want to 
get as much light as possible on this ques- 
tion. 

Witness—Ten or fifteen minutes after the fire 
started, the firewas in my opinion as well 
handled as could be. 

Mr. c.! With a good fair wind 
fromtbe north, don’t youthink that fire 
would bave gone to Carondelet? 

Witness: If it had sheds to go on it might. 

Mr. E.: From your knowledge of the Fire 
Department what do you think of its efficiocy? 

Witness: In many respectsI think tne de- 
partment is aftine one, There may be some 
errors, butif there are any,and mind, I don’t 
say there are, they are duetothe officers. | 

Being cross-examined by Chief Sexton, wit- 
ness said he saw one line of hose playing right 
ut the very heert of the fire. Witness had said, 
maybe more than once, to the firemen, ‘‘For 
God’s sake takethatstream off the corroding 
sheds and throw some wa er on these build- 
ings,’’ reterring to threatened property on the 
east side of Ninth street, and the firemen did 
as he requested them. 

Witness continved at great length answering 
questions, but stuck to nis Original statement 
that tre engines on the spot at the beginning, 
if properly applied, should have put out the 


re. 

By Mr. Euston. Witness: Did not think the 
scecond alarm had been turned on soon 
enough. Had heurd from Officer Holmes that 
he turned on the second alarm. 

By Chief Sexton: Saw some engines throw- 
ing poor streams, that, if in pood condition, 
and the water supply hud been suflicient, 
should have thrown water high enough to go 
over the roof and to knuckthe bricks off the 
top of athree-story bouse. 

Mr. R. B. Brown said when he saw the fire 
he tr oughta great amount of property was 
being destroyed tuat ought to be saved. 

‘‘When did you gettothe fi:e?’’ Chief Sex- 
ton asked, 

**At 4:30 o’clock.’’ 

‘‘That'li do,’’ said the Chief, and Mr. Brown 
retired as everybody smiled. 

Mr.C. W. Barstow saw the latter end of the 
fire, and did not think it well managed. 

G. Walton saw the beginning of the fire, and 
thought it badly bandied. He wondered why 
somebody didn’t intercep* the fire, which had 
just commenced in the corroding shed, 

This closed the testimony forthecomMmplain- 
ants.Mr. Euston arose and said he had acted thé 
part of attorney for the first time in his life; 
he felt that he had acted as the city’s attor- 
ney, as himself and Mr. Richeson had been 
forcedintothe position of prosecutors. They 
had made their complaint and they believed 
they had provedtneir case. Now they desire 
to retire and leave the Mayer to listen to Chi 
Sexton’s witnesses. They felt assured that if 
they had another fire to-morrow Mr. Sexton 
would be the first there and his men would do 
their best; nevertheless they insisted that the 
fire on the 2]lst was grossly mismanaged. 

The Major prevailed on Messrs. Euston and 
Richeson to remain, Mr Sexton promising to 
produce only two or three witnesses. The de- 
rense then brought forward Mr. John D. John- 
son, the attorney. 

Mr. Johnson said the fire, as he saw it, was 
we))] handled. 

Mr. 5. J. Gibson, livery stable keeper on 
Ninth and Walnut, testified to the extent of the 
fire, the delay in turning on an alarm and the 
excellent management on the part of the de- 
purtment. 


Leo Ulm, who was employed in the cooper 
department of the Vesyage Vaio « on the day of 
the fire, testified that a short time before the 
fire he had taken the bungs out of some 
torty or fifty barrels that had beenin the shed 
forthree or four months,-and were located 
near where the conflagration began. These 
barrels contained oil, and some of them 
leaked. Some oil had leaked outa day or so 
before, and witness sprinkled tan- bark over it. 

Mr. L. C. Hudson, a painter at No. 17 South 
Ninth street, testified that the fire, which wus 
no bigger than the desk when he first saw it, 
had spread clear down to Ninth street in ten 
minutes. There was a pretty good fire there 
before any engines arrived on the 
ground. It was twenty minutes from the time 
he first saw the flames until he saw any en- 
gineson the ground. He dia not think the 
fire was altogether so well handled. He 
thought the engines were slowin getting there 
and slow in putting out the fire after they got 
there. 


Mr. John J. Thompson, engineer of No. 6, 
testified that a6-inch water pipe was not suf 
ficient to supply the engines that answered 
a fist alarm in that neighborhood, 
Such a pipe could not supply more 
than 840 gallons a minute; his 
engine used 735 gallons. From his knowledge 
of the piping in the neighborhood ofthe Col- 
lier WorksJie did not think the water supply 
sufficient. Seven engines cculd not all receive 
a sufficient supply from the pipe. Witness 
oxplained in a scientifi¢ and with mathematical 
way how it wus impossible for seven engines 
stationed at points between Seventh and 
Eleventh streets, to each obtain _ suffi- 
cient water, even if the pipe were straight and 
the pressure thirty pounds. The en- 
gines on Ninth and Tenth streets would be but 

oorly supplied. Witness mentioned the Filley 

oundry fire aud the fire at the flour mills on 
Fourth and Chouteau avenue as some of the 
conflagrations at which the water supply was 
so insufficient that he had to send around to 
other engineers to beg them to shut down that 
he might be able to get his engine to work. 

Chief Sexton here arose and said he rested 
his case. If he had not shown clearly that the 
Coliier fire was as wel! handled as it could have 
been he stood ready, although he was five 
hundred miles away at the time, to shoulder 
the responsibility. He wanted a full, 
fairand free acquittal or his discharge. If 
there had been mismanagement or neglect at 
the Collier fire or any other large or small fire, 
he alone was responsible, and he desired the 
Mayor not only to discharge the assistant 
chiefs but to cut his own head off. He had tried 
todo his suty and to have hismen dothe 
same. He had\been connected with the Fire 
Department twenty odd years—had been its 
father. its first chief—and nad done all that 
any mManinthe world could have done to im- 
prove and muke it effective. There was no 
use talking, however; the department was in- 
adequate; theie were only twenty engines to 
cover Over sixty square miles of territory, and 
the water og was abominably and out- 
zageously short. He was not to blame for that. 
It was his business to make the most out 
of whatthecity gave him. He was doing 
the best he knew how, and the citizens were 
all willing to testify, thousands of them, that 
he wes doing well. Some people wanted him 
to wear a plug hat and kid gloves and stand 
on the corner where folks could look at and 
admire him. That wasn’t his style of doing 
things. He believed in workiug with his men, 
and he was going to keep on doing just as 
he had been doing ——— 
the Mayor kept him at the head of the 
department. Ifthe Mayor thought he wasn’t 
doing rightorhad done anything wrong, he 
reiterated that he stood rightthere and then 
ready to have his head hewn from his shoul- 
ders, and if the executive thought otherwise 
he wanted a ful), fairand free acquittal, and 
would have nothing else. 

The Ci iet’s effo't was an eloquent one. Mr. 
Euston and Mr. Richeson both declined to say 
any a Mayor Ewing took the matter un- 
der advisement, but the general impression is 
that he will decide favorably to Sexton.

A Characteristic Letter From Jas. B. Eady 
—The/Pages—Notes. 

Manager H. M. Hoxie,,of the Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railway. bas provided the ar.

The following characteristic letter from Mr, 
Eads bas been received: 

St. Lours, October 18, 1831. 
To the Executive Committee of the Mississipp;{ 

Improvement Cunvention: 

GENTLEMEN :—I am in receipt of your kind in. 
vitation to addiess the convention at its 
coming meetirg upon the important subject 
of the improvement of the Mississippi River. 
I greatly regret being compelled to forego the 

leasure of accepting this invitation. On the 

inst. 1 sail from New Orleans fog Mexico, 
and were I to postpone sailing upon that date 
I would be forced to abandon the trip during 
this year, as I could not again secure a 
vessel in time to enable me to carry outthe 
pu poses of my visit and return at the date 
when my presence in this country is impera- 
tively demanded.

wretched. He was influenced strongly 
by his relatives, it is said, aad 


Mrs. Mehlialieges that his cruél treatment 
was incited in a measure by Mehli’s mother, 
who objectedto her because she Was nota 
Catholic. After the birth of a child, Mrs. 
Mehli alleges that her husband compelled her 
to Jaborinthe business when her attention 
was needed for the fnfant, who 
subsequently died forlack of maternal care, 
the nursing being perfermed by neighbors. 
After this Mrs. Mehli went to live with her 
parents, but she returned to her husband upon 
his promising toamend. The oid course uv! 
treatment, however, Mrs. Mehbli alleges, was 
avain visited upon her,aggravated by frequent 
whippings. Her husband, she says, kicked, 
whipped and beat herallover upon several 
occasions, from which she states that 
her injuiies were very severe, and that on one 
occasion when her husband threw her to the 
floor intending to administera whipping the 
cut glass of a broken bottle entered ner flesh, 
cuusing excruciating pein. Another time 
Mrs. Mehli allegesthat ber husband whipped

ber unmercifully in the house and she ran 
into the stable t” escape farther 
biutadity, when her husband followed her 


there una gave her another whipping. she 
sought refuge foratime under the roof of her 
marned Guughter, but her husband begged 
her toreturn tg him again, and she did so only 
wo meet with the same crue! treatment. She 
allegestbat her busband’s beatings became 
more frequent and more severe, and itculimi- 
puted one day in a terrible whipping 
which caused the blood to flow from her 
limbs, after which she was led eut of the honse 
and told by her husband neverte return. Mrs. 
Mebli furtber states that her husband smiied 
upon a Mrs. Schmidt under the family roof. 
The aboveis the wife’s story. The husband 
presents an answer and cross-bill with counter 
allegations of a serious character. He char,ses 
bis wife with buabitual drunkenness and sav- 


age treatment. While under the in 
fluenee ot liquor it @s alleged that 
Mrs. Mehli went to her husband while he 


wasin the duiry milkinga cow and attacked 
him with a pitchfork, inflicting serious inju- 
ries. This conduct, it is ulleced, was repeated 
upon another occasion. The husvand further 
charges that it has been his sife’s cus'gm to 
drink to excess and wander through the streets 
and alleys ot a nignt, returning 
home in the moroing to raise 
a disturbance, breaking doors, windows and 
turniture. Uponone particular night in D-- 
cember, 1879, the husband charges his wife 
with spending the whole night in the company 
of four young men, frequenting saloons and 
alleys, returning next morningin a demoral- 
ized condition, her clothes torn, muddy and 
bedraggled. Hethinksthat be is entitled to 
the divcrce, and is mabhing every effort to 
yet it.

The divorce mill wnder the dome has re- 
sumed active operations forthe winter term.

nuptial severances for oneyear alone, published 
in the POST-DISPATCH a few weeks since, pain- 
fully demonstrated. The following are the 
lutest additions to the chapter of divorce 


trials: 

In Judge _  Lindley’s court to-day 
the trial of a notable divorce case, 
Catherine Mebli against John Menlii, 


is 1eached. Thisisacontesteri suit, and the 
court-100m is well filled with witnesses on 
either side. The petition was filed in behalt of 
Mrs. Mehli, who prayed tw be divorced from 
her husband on several grounds, including 
crue) and barbarous treatment. She was mar-

Mrs. Mehlialieges that his cruél treatment 
was incitedin amweasure by Mehli’s mother, 
who objectedto her because she was nota 
Catholic. After the birth of a child, Mrs. 
Mehli alleges that her husband compelled her 
to laborinthe business when her attention 
was needed for the fnfant, who 
snbsequently died for lack of maternal Care, 
the nursing being perfermed by neighbors. 
After this Mrs. Mehli went to live with her 
parents, but she returned to her husband upon 
his promising toamend. The oid course vi 
tredftment, however, Mrs. Mehli allege3, was 
again visited upon her,aggravated by frequent 
whippings. Her husband, she says, kicked, 
whipped and beat herallover upon several 
occasions, from which she states that 
her injuiies were very severe, and that on one 


tloor intending to administera whipping the 
cut glass of a broken bottle entered ber flesh, 
cuusing excruciating pein. Another time 
Mrs. Mehli allegesthat ber husband whipped 
ber unmercifully in the house and she ran 


into the stable t% escape farther

The aboveis the wife’s story. The husband 
presents an answer and cross-bill with counter 
allegations of a serious character. He cChar.zes 
bis wife with babitual drunkenness and suav- 
While under 


age trestme.t. the in 
fluenee ot liquor it #8 alleged that 
Mrs. Mehli went to her husband while he 


wasin the duiry milkinga cow and attacked 
him with a pitchfork, inflicting serious inju- 
ries. This conduct, itis ulleced, was repeated 
upon another occasion. The husvand furtier 
charges that it has been his sife’s cus'gm to 
drink to excess and wander through the streets 
and alleys of a nignt, returning 
home in the moroing to raise 
a disturbance, breaking doors, windows and 
turniture. Uponone particular night in D-- 
cember, 1879, the husband charges his wife 
with spending the whole night in the company 
of four yaung men, frequenting saloons and 
alleys, returning next morningin a demoral- 
ized condition, her clothes torn, muddy and 


bedraggled. Hethinksthat be is entitled to 
the diverce, and is making every effort to 
get it.

Marriage Benefit Association ot America,’’ with 
Spencer P. hbrendage as president, L. C.
